- Trop1ca1 Gas Co., a corporation organlzed under the laws of the
Republlc of Panama whlch‘does not quallfy as a natlonal of the United
States, flled Clalm No. CU- 3018 and petltloned the Commission to be allowed

to ‘act as agent for its consenting United States nat10na1 stockholders.

This petltlon was granted by the Commlss1on.
The submissions of Trop1ca1 Gas Co., Inc. 1nc1uded a list of 886

steckholders who so consented at a meetlng of April 27, 1967. Claims for

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sUch stockholders were opened on that basis.

The Company cert1f1ed as of September 6, 1968 the names of certain of

those stockholders who owned stock on the date of loss and to at least the

date of f111ng of its c1a1m on May 1, 1967,

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Howevér; counsel's letter of later dafe,iDecember 16, 1968 discloses
Eﬁat-the Company was unaBle to certify théﬁ the claimant herein owned
éfock on the date of loss and to at least'MayQI, 1967.

Since it has mot been established that the claimant herein owned

sihtErests in property which was nationalized,:expr0priated or othetwise

_ ken by the Government of Cuba on the daté-ofgloss, the Commissioh finds:

that this claim is not withih the purview of Title V of the Act. Accordingly,

it is
ORDERED that this claim be and it is hereby dismissed.
